He. therefore, the deligates, with plenary 
patas, of the people of Teras, in selesar 
convention assembled, appealing to a candid 
world for the necessitics of our condition, do 
hereby resolve and DECLARE, that our political 
connection with the Mexican nation kas for- 
ever ended, and that the people of Teras, do 
now constitute a ERED, SOVEREIGN, and In- 
DEPENDENT REPUBLIC, and are fully invest- 
cd with all the rights and attributes which 
properly belong to independent nations; and, 
conscious of the rectitude of our intentions, we 
Jearkessly und coafidently commit the issue to 
the decision of the supreme <irbiter af the 
destinies of nations.
